In Report Issued 


RICHMOND, Va. Aug 22 — "Vir- 
ginia's high schools wnl 6O6A. be com- 
pletely within the high standard ac- 
credited list if thf> present rapid stride 
in qualifying: is continued." says Dr. 
W T. Sanger, secretary of the State 1 
Board of Education, in commenting 
upon the report on accredltization of 
high Schools issue by that department 
today.' The report shows that there 
were 372 accredited 
four-year high 
schools during 1923-24 as compared 
with 337 schools for 1922-23 


The increase in accredited four-year 
schools is credited to the ever vigilant 
efforts of the department to place Vir- 
ginia at the top of the list of States in 
secondary education, to the insistent 
high requirements for college entrance 
and to the ever increasing popularity 
of higher education 
The increase. 


however, is an increase in total num- 
ber of accredited schools rather than 
in newly qual I ed schools.
